James C. Hagerty, presiden- 
tial press secretary, told re- 
porters that Mr. Eisenhower is 
disturbed about the situation. 


He declined, however, to dis- 
cuss the question of whether the 
President’s views are related to 
new Defense Department infor- 
mation control directives put 
into effect last week by- Secre- 
tary of Defense Charles E. 
Wilson. 


Hagerty was questioned by re- 
porters about a story printed 
this morning by the New York 
Herald Tribune, which said the 
President “is -deeply disturbed 
over what he regards as the ex- 
cessive flow of military informa- 
tion from this country to the 
Soviet Union.”

news. 


Hagerty said that he was not 
going to discuss the situation in 
the Defense Department. He ad- 
ded: 

“I think I could say this: the 
President never has believed in 
censorship of legitimate news. 
At his press conference and in 
his executive order (on security 
matters) he has expressed that 
belief and has translated it into 
action. 

“However, he has also always 
believed there is no reason to 
make available tu the enemy 
techni¢al military secrets which 
by their issuance could do noth- 
ing but hurt the interests of the 
United States. 

“To that extent, and only to 
that extent would we ask that 
that sort of information be with- 
held from general circulation. 

“He does not believe that in 
other instances security or se- 
curity regulations should be used 
by any branch of the govern- 
ment to cover up the publica- 
tion of legitimate news.” 

Declines to Give Example. 

Asked whether Mr. Eisen- 
hower feels that “technical mili- 
tary secrets” have been made 
available to the enemy through 
publication of such data in this 
country, Hagerty replied:

A spectacular fire destroyed 
the casting foundry of the Wal-

for failing to show initiative in 
boosting their crop output. 

The session, closing a three- 
day farm managers’ parley in 
the Kremlin, was part of the 
Soviet campaign ‘to step up lag- 
ging food production and espe- 
cially the output of grain and 
livestock. 

Khrushchev has been attend-

Of the subcommittee's right to probe every de- 
tail of Mr. Stassen’s action on a contract to sup- 
ply grain elevators for Pakistan there car be 
not the slightest doubt. That he has renounced 
his action under pressure does not alter the 
right, but indeed makes a thorough inyestigation 
all the more needful. 

Mr, Stassen is justified, however, in protect- 
ing employes of his ageney from intimidation or 
improper procedures, and he is justified in re- 
serving for the Executive branch the decision as 
to what confidential records should be turned 
over to the committee. 

These, after all, were two of the great issues 
at stake in the Army-McCarthy .controversy last 
year, and the constitutional principles which 

“were invoked against Senator McCarthy apply 

with equal force to the subcommittee’s present 
leadership and its present staff. 

One of Senator McCarthy's favorite tactics 
was to pillory subordinate officials for acts 
which they performed in obedience to decisions 
of their responsible superiors. Another was to 
undermine the control of responsible officials 
over their offices by inducing or compelling em- 
ployes to turn over papers in violation of orders 
from their superiors. 

In both cases, the successful interposition of a 
Senator between an executive official and his 
subordinates would ultimately mean that the 
Senator and not the official was running the de- 
partment in question. The constitutional separa- 
tion of legislative and administrative powers 
would be erased. 

It is always possible, of course, that this con- 
stitutional principle will be used by some ad- 
‘ministrative officials as a sanctuary in which 
to escape full accountability for their acts. This 
the nation looks to Congress and its investiga-" 
tors to prevent. But abuse of congressional power 
cannot be justified by abuse of Executive power. 
Reasonable limitations on both are the essence 
of our system of government.

When this information got around Waverly, some 
of the town’s leading business men got busy. 
The result was that the captain and his family 
not only moved into a $12,500 home in Waverly, 
but received a public welcome. 

And so Waverly received a $10,000 award from 
the Fund for the Republic, and everybody felt 
good. And some day, we hope, all residential 
districts ‘in all American cities will be .open to 
all Americans—without regard to color—wheth- 
er or not they are Air Force captains.

After nearly five years, two bond elections, a 
test lawsuit and the conclusion of various agree- 
ments between city and federal agencies, dirt is 
on the verge of flying for the Plaza redevelop- 
ment project. 

For some time we have been asking in these 
columns, “When will the dirt fly?” The public 
is now assured that the date will be April 19. 

That is when demolition of the first blighted 
structures in the Plaza area is scheduled to be- 
gin under a contract just signed by the Land 
Clearance for Redevelopment Authority. 

By July, officials of the Authority hope, five 
and one-half blocks of the area to be razed can 
be turned over to private developers for the con- 
struction of middle-income apartment buildings. 

Well, what about the private developers? Will 
they be ready by then? Whether or not anybody 
else bids on the job, certainly the Urban Rede- 
velopment Corporation should be moving into 
high gear this spring in its preparation of de- 
tailed plans and estimates.

It would be very interesting to know the inner- . 


most thoughts of Edward J. Corsi today. 

Less than three months ago—Jan. 10 to be 
exact—Mr. Corsi was appointed Special Assist- 
ant to the Secretary of State. Then John Foster 
Dulles not only lauded Mr. Corsi as “my dear 
friend,” but said that the former Republican 
official in the Dewey Administration in New 
York was “the best qualified man in the United 
States” to do job for which he was chosen. 

That job was the important one of putting 
some life into the Eisenhower Administration's 
long-lagging program to admit refugees under 
legislation duly passed by Congress and signed 
by the President, but never moved out of moun- 
tain-driving gear by the Executive Department. 
The prospect was that Mr. Corsi not only ha 
urgent work to do for the White House, but 
that he would be busy on it all this year and 
next at.the very least. 

Now Mr. Corsi has been dismissed. He has 
been told that the post to which he was appoint- 
ed was “temporary” and that it has been abol- 
ished, effective this coming Sunday. Why? 

The seeming explanation is that Mr. Corsi has 
been under fire for several weeks from Repre- 
sentative Francis E.-Walter of Pennsylvania. Mr. 
Walter, who is a high-ranking Democratic mem- 
ber of the House with special interest in immi- 


gration laws, says vaguely that Mr. Corsi be- 
longed to “Communist-front organizations” in . 


the 1930s. Mr. Corsi has denied these charges. 
Meantime the State Department is conducting 
a security check on Mr. Corsi, |

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Grits, Is and Are 

Senator Thurmond of South Carolina, in send- 
ing home for some grits, showed himself a man 
of discernment about his food.

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Revitalizing the St, Louis G.O.P. 

What has happened to the Republican party in 
St. Louis? City G.O.P. leaders have been asking 
themselves that question in the wake of the 
party’s extremely feeble showing in the city 
election. They Nave lifted the hood and are ex- 
amining the machine for signs of a malfunction. 

Clearly there is need for a considerable 
amount of tinkering with the party apparatus. 
There seems to be little doubt, for example, 
that the G.O.P. precinct organization could stand 
a great deal of improving, or that a more gener- 
ous supply of campaign money might make many 
of the parts run smoother. 

But there is much more wrong with the St. 
Louis G.O.P, than merely a few kinks in the 
machinery. The biggest 
ion, is the party’s inabflity er unwillingness to 
persuade recognized community leaders to run 
as candidates under its banner. 

In the municipal election, for example, there 
were plenty of good issues for the Republicans, 
but they had neither the organization nor the 
candidates—especially the candidates—to take 
advantage of them, With the exception of per- 
haps four or five individuals the Republican can- 
didates were mere party hacks or worse. 

Moreover, party leaders at the ward level ex- 
hibited extremely poor judgment in their sup- 
port of School Board candidates, Eleven of the 
Republican ward organizations swallowed the 
Old Guard slate whole, and that support may 
well have cost the Blue Ribbon candidates the 
election. In any event, this is not behavior best 
calculated to win over the independent voter. 

In the future the Democrats may well beat 
themselves, as they have done on more than one 
occasion. But in the absence of any Democratic 
stumbling, the Republicans will need good can- 
didates as much as a good organization. Improv-. 


ing the party apparatus without improving the ° 


caliber of the candidates will be a waste of time.

Walter White, the executive secretary 
of the National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored Peeple for 24 
years, joined that agency in 1918. 

There were 64 lynchings in the 
United States that year, 83 the next 
year. Last year there was none. Many 
influences contributed to the over- 
coming of that ancient evil, but the 
N.A.A.C.P. and Mr. White strove con- 
stantly in confronting the conscience 
of the nation with 
the injustice and 
the horrors of 
lynching and agi- 
tating to eradicate 
the crime, 

This campaign- 
ing carried the 
N.A.A.C.P. and its 
chief executive 
into the movement 
for a federal anti- 
lynching law. This 
was obviously a 
field in which the 
States ought to 
have taken the 
lead, and some of 
them did, notably Virginia. But it is 
not impossfble that the effort to ward 
off federal action stimulated state ac- 
tion for improvement. 


There were occasions when we 
thought that the N.A.A.C.P. under Mr. 
White was moving too fast and that 
profound changes might be forced on 
a society that needed time to adjust 
itself, especially since many changes 
were already in progress. But it should 
be recognized that if there had been no 
N.A.A.C.P., some other agency would 
have striven for the lead in efforts 
which most Americans recognize were 
inevitable in one form or another.

The perpetual irony in the story of 
Walter White, who served so well the 
National Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People, was that his 
complexion was white. He could have 
been spared the casual rebuffs and 
systematic cruelties inflicted on Ne-

What fascinated him was the way 
social attitudes could be altered by his 
simple announcement to almost any 
company of strangers that White was 
black.

Fhough he fought a thousand 
fights for human equality and simple 
decency, Walter White remained re- 
markably devoid of bitterness. In the 
worst moments he may have been sus- 
tained by the cosmic joke which he had 
been fortuitously enabled to play on 
the intolerant. men whose faces were 
no whiter than his own.

VATICAN CITY, April 8 (AP)

died in a Los Angeles hospital 
last night of cancer. She was 
65 years old.

They said she was born in the 
shadow of the pyramids, the de- 
scendant of kings of Egypt; that 
her last name was Arab, spelled 
backward.

“vamp” of silent films, an ir- 
resistible lure to her screen 
lowers. Fox’s movie empire was 
founded on her appeal. 

In private life Miss Bara was 
the wife of film director Charles 
J. Brabin. She retired from the 
movies in 1921 and lived in se- 
clusion. She had undergone 
surgery for abdominal cancer 
several times in the last 18 
months and had been in a coma 
since March 26. 

Miss Bara went to the movies 
from the musical comedy stage 
in 1914, and after a few minor 
roles Fox selected her to star 
in “A Fool There Was.” It was 
one of the big box office 
smashes of the generation. She 
followed with dozens of films in 
which she portrayed the seduc- 
tive heartbreaker—“The Vixen,” 
“The Tiger Woman,” “The She- 


Devil,” “The Serpent of the 
Nile,” “The Siren’s Song,” 
“when a Woman Sins,” “Rose of 
Blood.” She was starr in

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SPRING SETS RECORDS 
FOR BOTH HEAT, COLD 


Unusual Extremes Have 
Marked Season — One 
Explanation Offered. | 


> 


WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP) 
—Mother Nature may be break- 
ing all records this spring for 
breaking all records. 

In the first weeks of March, 


most of the nation was lulled by} 


a record warm sun. St. Louis 
baked at 86 degrees on March 
10; Dallas sweltered at a - 
mertime 94 one day later; it was 
61 as far north as Muskegon, 
Michigan. 


Heat records for the season | the 


were toppled again in many 
areas a few days later. 

But there followed probably 
the worst series of spring cold 
waves ever recorded. Blizzards 
paralyzed parts of the north, and 
continued even through 
first week of April; record- 
breaking freezes spread across 
the South, crippling crops, fruit 
trees and flowers. There were 
tornadoes, dust storms, gales, 
and some severe floods along 
the Ohio. 

The unprecedented outbreaks 
piled 24 inches of snow on Sher- 
idan, Wyo., in 24 hours this 
week, -breaking all records; 
southern New England in April 
is digging out of a 20-inch snow, 
heaviest of the year. 

What sent nature on such a 
capricious rampage? 

At the Weather Bureau, long- 
range forecaster Jerome Namias 
today advanced his theory on 
the culprit: Those mysterious 
‘jet streams” which circle the 
globe up to 40,000 feet high. 


“This ts his explanation: 


That deceitful lull was born 
in late February and early 
March. A slight change in the 
waving west-to-east pattern of 
the jet. streams moved a huge, 
frigid air mass from Siberia and 
the Arctic -over-Canada. For 
weeks it averaged 20 degrees 
below normal, which is zero. 

But instead of letting that 
cold air break out in waves 
across this country, as it usually 
does, the jet streams changed 
their pattern. They picked up 
tremendous speeds and their 
north-south waves flattened out. 
The jet streams, in effect, 
formed a barrier to further 
southward movement of this 
cold air. 

Meanwhile, warm air from the 
gulf spread farther north, and 
the United States got warmer 
and warmer. An extreme con- 
trast developed. 

Then, like a delayed action 
time bomb, the jet streams lost 
their fierce eastward momentum. 
The north-south waves developed 
into big peaks and troughs 
which began moving eastward. 
The pent-up air in Canada, long 
held in a deep freeze, was loosed 
on the, United States in a se- 
ries of paralyzing blasts. 

What will the jet streams do 
next? 

Namias expects the waves to 
continue sliding eastward. That 
should bring more cool air to 
the extreme northeast and to 
the southeast as far around as 
Texas. Warmer than usual air 
should settle over the northern 
plains. 

This contrast—warmer air in 
most of the north and cooler 
air in the south—might con- 
tinue to act as a storm maker. 
But weather officials hardly ex- 
pect an extended repeat per- 
formance.

<= Curiously enough, the one disappointing scene is that 
which one would have imagined would have been over- 
whelming in its impact and splendor in the scope and 
resources of the cinema—the triumphal march. Doing it 
out of doors against a huge temple, Director Clemente 
Fracassi allowed his parade and crowds to be dwarfed by 
-the great background, instead of being a surging part of it. 
His composition was nil, consisting of shots from two angles 
which had little interest. The desirable effect of spectacular 
mass was missed. The result appeared skimpy, and not as 
imposing, in fact, as the way the Metropolitan Opera or 
* La Scala stage it. Musically, it also failed of its expected 
overpowering effect. 

Sophia Loren, who enacts the dusky Aida, throws a 
voluptuous beauty and a passionate force into the role, and 
Renata Tebaldi’s voice is opulent and capable of both 
dramatic fervor and limpid delicacy. Not so Luciana Della 
Marra, the handsome youth who played Radames. It is said 
he was picked off a job as a construction forman to do 

. the role, and I can well believe it. No one, apparently, told 
him about acting, as he stands like a stick through his per- 
formance with an expression only of bafflement. Nothing 
in his work indicates the fire and ringing power of Giu- 
seppe Campora’s tenor, so at times I had difficulty recon- 
ciling the visible man with the voice. A more martial-ap- 

_ ‘pearing type would have been better, too. 

Amneris is strikingly played by Lois Maxwell, a 
Canadian actress, and sung by Ebe Stignani. Afro Poli, 
who has sung the role many times, makes a noble and im- 

‘posing Amonasro, although the voice was actually that of 
another baritone, Gino Bechi. 

The singing is in Italian with the story explained by 
a narrator in English in orchestral introductions or over 

chorus or ballet numbers. I found this most unsatisfactory. 
Constant dramatic communication to the audience depends 
upon following each phrase and sentence, otherwise the 
acting is merely pantomime which is not skilled or explicit 
enough to mean much. Subtitles in English would have 
attomplished this very neatly, just as in any other foreign 
language film. 
Imagination in Murder 

“THREE CASES OF MURDER,” at the PAGEANT and 
«l-POINTE, is an English filming of three short stories 
“zbout varied types of homicide which I found fairly inter- 
esting. The best and most intriguing episode is the bizarre 
“In the Picture,” by Roderick Wilkinson, 
which advances the fascinating idea that 
people, animals or insects, dwell within 
every painting. A dead artist haunts an 
art museum and steals paintings and 
objets d’art to furnish a house which 
stands in a powerful, bleak landscape of 
his own on the museum walls. He lures 
two persons to their doom inside the eerie confines of that 
mansion, which is also occupied by a slightly demented and 
alepholic woman and a mad butterfly collector-taxidermist. 
It is an entertaining excursion into the realms of vivid 
imagination. 

“You Killed Elizabeth” by Bret Halliday is a rather 
offinary whodunit about two men, life-long friends and 
business associates, who learn their mutual girl-friend has 
been brutally murdered. The solution is too easily guessed. 

The third, “Lord Mountdrago,” by Somerset Maugham, 
has Orson Welles as a brilliant and arrogant British Foreign 
Minister who incurs the bitter enmity of a Labor member 
af*the House of Commons and finds the man persecuting 
hii by ridicule in his dreams. The idea is beguiling, and 
the explanation by a psychiatrist whom the statesman con- 
sults is plausible, but the solution to this ordeal by night- 
mare has a strained mysticism which comes out nearer to 
melodramatic claptrap. 

Gunfighter Kirk Douglas 
~~ “MAN WITHOUT A STAR,” at the FOX has a lot of 
the routine elements of the program Western—the feud 

between two groups, this time a ruthless woman owner 
of a huge herd who. wants free range, and small owners who 
want barbed-wire fences, the reckless su- 
per-hero who is the only champion of the 
little men who has the guts to stand up 
to the professional gunmen, the brawls 
and gun-fights, the golden-hearted saloon 
queen. It has more pnnecessary brutality 
than most; the sadistic beating and rope- 
hauling of the hero by a half dozen 

Mounted thugs is pretty repulsive and makes a joke of the 

Breen office pretenses at code enforcement. 

Kirk Douglas is the hero, and plays it as seethingly and 
extravagantly as usual. When Kirk does anything he really 
goes all-out—he learned to be a trapeze acrobat for one 
film and a juggler for another, and hére—he gives the 
fanciest display of gun-spinning Hollywood ever saw. 
Jeanne Crain, in a desperate effort to get away from goodie- 
goodie roles, plays a cattle baroness who will stop at noth- 
ing, even in the matter of privacy while bathing. She still 
@oesh’t seem the wicked type to me.

Mrs. Louis Renfrow of Cape Girardeau Urges Closer Family Ties; A Tireless Civic Worker

WASHINGTON, April 8. 

RS. LOUIS HUBER REN- 

FROW of Cape Girardeau, 

who has just been named 
“Missouri Mother of the Year” 
by the American Mothers Com- 
mittee, Inc., believes that our 
greatest defense against Com- 
munism lies in the strengthen- 
ing of the American home and 
family. 


“We've got to go back to the 


old-fashioned concept of ‘the 
home as the focal point of fam- 
ily activities,” said Mrs. Ren- 


« frow, who is temporarily making 


her home hére while her hus- 
band, Brig. Gen. Louis Renfrow, 
is serving as deputy director of 
the Selective Service System. 
“We've got to work to restore 
a lot of the old ideas and cus- 
toms that bound families so 
closely together in the past. 
We've got to revive customs like 
the gathering of the whole clan 
at° grandma’s house for Easter 
and Christmas. We've got to in- 
still in our boys and girls now 
growing up the idea that build- 
ing a home, not just a home of 
bricks and mortar but one that 
is a home in the old-fashioned 
sense of the word, is the great- 
est contribution they can make 
to a strong United States. 

“In other days, a girl grew 
up with one main idea in mind— 
to become the best wife and 
mother possible.: Nowadays too 
many girls grow up thinking first 
of careers. While being educated 
for careers in our colleges they 
are beigg uneducated for the 
lives they should really lead, 


- lives of mothers and homemak- 


ers.”’. 
-"Chosen by the ~-American 
Mothers Committee, a national 
organization, on her record as a 
homemaker and civic leader, 
Ruth Renfrow regards the honor 
of being named Missouri Mother 
of the Year as a “wonderful 
sixtieth birthday present.” The 
American Mothers Committee, 
once a committee of The Golden 
Rule Foundation, is now an in- 
dependent organization, unaffil- 
jated with any other group. 
Mother of two sons and twice 
a grandmother, Mrs. Renfrow 
will meet in New York on May 
6 with other State and Territory 
Mothers of the Year. From 
among mothers chosen. to rep- 
resent the 48 states, the District 
of Columbia, Alaska, Hawaii and 
Puerto Rico, the. American 
Mother of the Year will be 
chosen “to focus the attention 
of the genera] public on the im- 
portant role of the mother in 
making the American home an 
indestructible foundation upon 
upon which our nation is built.” 
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RS. RENFROW is an ardent 
M champion of Missouri. She 

points out that her maternal 
grandfather was the first white 
child born in what is now 
known as Audrain county. Both 
maternal and paternal grand- 
parents were natives of Mis- 
souri, as were her father and 
mother, the late Judge and Mrs. 
I. R. Kelso of St. Louis and 
Cape Girardeau. 

Born in Mexico, Mo., she 
holds two degrees from State 
College in Cape Girardeau and 
before her marriage dreamed of 
a career in the theater. Inter- 
ested in speech, she graduated 
from the Morse School of Ex- 
pression and attended Washing- 
ton University after her family 
moved to St. Louis in 1914. She 
later graduated from the Le- 
land Powers School of the Spok- 
en Word in Boston and did grad- 
uate work in speech at North- 
western University at Chicago. 

With her marriage to Louis 
Renfrow, then a first lieutenant 
of World War I whom she had 
met at a Christian Endeavor 
meeting in Cape Girardeau, 
Ruth gave up all ideas of a ca- 
reer. When the couple settled 
down in a big home in Univer- 
sity City, she says she was de- 
termined “to keep the doors of 
this home open at all times to 
our friends, neighbors and com- 
munity activities.” This she did 
for almost 25 years until her 
husband gave up his dental 
practice in St. Louis to re-enter 
military service in 1941. 

The Renfrow home at 15 Yale 
avenue buzzed continually with 
meetings of civic, cultural, edu- 
cational and religious. groups 
and the large sunroom on the 
second floor of the house, equip- 
ped with 100 folding chairs, was 
in constant use. The sun room 
on the first floor with its 21 
windows was always open to 
neighborhood children. As den 
mother for a Boy Scout Cub Den 
pack of the Union Avenue Chris- 
tian Church of which her hus- 
band was scoutmaster, Ruth used 
her speech training to good ad- 
vantage and managed the largest 
number of Cub Scouts ever per- 
mitted in one pack in the St. 
Louis Council. 

“When I was going to school 
in Cape. Girardeau I took all 
the manual training courses,” 
Mrs. Renfrow recalled. “I took 
lathe turning and furniture mak- 
ing. In fact I could do just about 
everything but shoe a horse. All 
this came in wonderfully handy 
when I was working with those 
Cub Scouts.”

ITH each year, Mrs. Ren- 
frow added new activities to 
her growing list-of interests. 
She furnished transportation for 
the pre-school neighborhood 


children every morning to a . 


Webster Groves school. and 
every afternoon back to Univer- 
sity City just to prove her belief 
in the value of pre-school train- 
ing. She organized the first 
morning long Sunday pre-school 
kindergarten in St. Louis at the 
Union Avenue Christian Church 
and for many years she and Dr. 
Renfrow wrote the 
coached and producéd the.early 
Boy Scout circuses in which as 
many as 10,000 Scouts took part. 

As her two sons, Robert and 
Richard, grew up and attended 
the University City public 
schools, she followed them with 
Parent-Teacher, civic and music 
appreciation work. Long an ac- 
tive member of the Women's 
Symphony Committee, she be- 
came a tireless worker for the

Now he is well, and his 
mother, Mrs. Ernest Curtis, who 
works as a meat cutter in a 
food market, his father, who is 
a-taxi driver, and his four-year- 
old brother Steve can all live 
their lives without the dread of 
this disease over their heads.

CANCER CONTROL is grow- 
ing. Unfortunately, however, 
more children between the ages 
of three and 15 still are lost to 
cancer than from any other dis- 
ease. The purpose of the cru- 
sade, therefore, is to spread in- 
formation that may save lives 
and to raise $24,000,000 for re- 
search, education and for serv- 
ice to patients. 

If things should continue as 
they are now, about 40,000,000 
Americans now living might 
sooner or later develop cancer. 
We already know enough so 
that, through education and 
service, perhaps half of this 
number could be saved. But the 
lives of the rest depend on sci- 
ence and research. 

Last year in the United States. 
approximately 230,000 persons 
died of cancer while about 75,-

BVIOUSLY, one of the main 
problems of baby-sitting is 

. the matter of maintaining 
discipline.

This, of 
course, is not always simple and 
depends on many things—the 
child, the family’s practices, and 
the sitter. 

Sometimes the parents can 
give an idea of “what goes” be- 
fore they leave. But it’s really 
the sitter’s derision to make. It 
is imporfant to decide early 
enough to clamp down. 

And while it is important to 
clamp down early enough, at the 
same time it is important not to 
make an issue out of things un- 
less you really do care and are 
prepared to follow through.

If you do this soon 
enough, the child is less likely 
to discover how weak your sec- 
ond line of defense really is— 
for when. he has once defied 
your firm command, you don’t 
have too much to fall back on.
